ing the county's jail are concerned, 
according to Charles J. Fisher, clerk 
of the court. 


The city police cell is empty and 


only a few stray "bums"' have occu- 
pied it through the whole summer. 
While a relatively large number of 
people have been brought into court 
and paid fines the police have had 
slight use for the city lockup. 


But an empty jail has its disad- 


vantages as well as benefits. 
For 


example, with a nice full jail there 
is always plenty of labor to clean 
up the court house yard, sprinkle the 
lawn, and do .alLmanner of odd iobs 
But now the jailer must do this him- 
self. 
No one offers any explanation for

THE FAMINE FEAR 


Europe today is nearer a normal food produc- 


tion basis than she has been since 1913. Pro- 
duction of food throughout the whole northern 
hemisphere is somewhat better than the five-year 
average before the war. The southern hemis- 
phere now holds great surpluses of food from 
last spring's harvests. 


Famine forecasts are of the consistency of 


thinnest vapor. The wolf of hunger growls not 
at the door of the man who works and does not 
foolishly waste his earnings. There is plenty of 
food in the world today. Northern harvests will 
carry the world through a winter, until the crops 
of the south half of the world mature—and even 
then, there'll be food to store away for future 
use. 


The great food crops Mother Earth produces 


—wheat, corn, rye, barley, oats and rice—are well 
up to the average. The American wheat crop 
on Aug. 1 was more promising than on July 1. 
It bids fair to exceed the five-year average yield. 
It isn't ,as large as last year's. That isn't nec- 
essary. Some 30,000,000 bushels were left over 
from the "1919* crops. Canada's wheat crop is 
good. These, excepting alone Russia, are the 
main wheat producers of the northern hemi- 
sphere. Argentina, India and Australia still have

Zionist Official Appeals for 10,- 


000 Volunteer Workers.

Homeland. 


Jerusalem. — Ten 
thousand 
volun- 


chosen from veteran* of the 


world war, the Jewish Legion, and 
•killed workmen, to enlist at once for 
18 months' service In a Jewish indus- 
trial army In Palestine, are necessary 
for the basic reconstruction work of 
the Jewish national homeland. accord- 
Ing to Bernard A. Rosenblatt, presi- 
dent of the American Xlon common- 
wealth, who is now In Palestine in the 
Interests of "Balfourla," the colony of 
the American Zion commonwealth. 


Mr. Rosenblatt recommends a regu- 


lar army organization wltH a general 
staff of three which, as a Jewish In- 
dustrial commission,, will supervise 
the -work of the Jewish labor army In 
rebuilding the Holy Land. 


"Our biggest task, once the caU is 


issued for volunteers, will be in Biff- 
Ing out the applicant! and determin- 
ing upon the 10.000 to go," he said. 
They could all be occupied In the one, 
task of building houses for future im- 
migrants, The nrmy should work only 
on land belonging to the Jewish na- 
tion. lands secured from the Palestine 
government, from the Jewish national 
fuad, the American Zion common- 
wealth or other agencies of the Zion- 
ist .organization." 


In addition to the construction of 


bouses, he points out that such an 
army would be busied In preparing 
land,, for immediate settlement, irriga- 
tion, afforestratlon, sanitation and en- 
gineering works necessary for the de- 
velopment of industry and commerce. 


"The nucleus for such an industrial 


army is already to Palestine In. the 
cooperative croups, working on the 
lands of the Jewish national fund and 
In the group that Is developing 'Bal- 
fourla,' the first colony, of the Ameri- 
can 
Zion commonwealth," he con- 


cluded. 
"I am convinced after two 


visits to Palestine that only through 
such a huge disciplined Jewish labor 
nrmy, will we be uble to reconquer 
the land of our forefathers."
